HAZY  EAGLE  SCRIP 

EPWIGHT  881

Donald  Clifford  raised  a  question  about  an  unlisted  Hazy  Eagle  Coal  Co.  token  that  I  have. 
The  token  in  question  is  one  I  have  listed  as  B5.  Edkins  catalogue  has  the  “B”  series  as  ICS 
minting.  The  B5  token  is  Oreo  Pat.  Pend.  As  is  all  “B”  series  scrip. 

The  website  of  West  Virginia  Office  of  Miners  Health  Safety  and  Training  lists  Hazy  Eagle 
Collieries  in  operation  from  1921  to  1926. 

To  start  at  the  beginning:  I  have  a  copy  of  the  ICS  Hazy  Eagle  Collieries  Company  order 
dated  7-23-23.  The  post  office  is  Edwight,  county  of  Raleigh,  West  Virginia.  There  were 
2,000  tokens  minted  on  this  file  No.  491 1  order.  All  but  the  5  c  were  copper;  the  5  c  was 
nickel  plate.  On  the  obverse  the  name  was  Hazy  Eagle  Collieries  Co.  with  a  cut  out  “H”.  On 
the  same  order  Hazy  Eagle  also  bought  a  store  register.  There  is  a  note  on  the  order  that  1  - 
#33  coin  changer  to  be  loaned  until  new  store  register  is  shipped. 

Donald  Clifford  sent  an  email  that  said  ‘The  Oreo  index  lists  an  order  from  Hazy  Eagle 
Colliery  Co.  ((#491 1)  with  an  address  of  Edwight,  W.  VA.  It  also  lists  an  order  from  Hazy 
Eagle  Coal  Co.  (#049,  then  #491 1  is  written  beside  it )  with  an  address  of  Hazy,  W.  VA.” 

I  have  the  Unlisted  Oreo  Pat.  Pend.  B5,  B100  and  Oreo  Pat.  Pend.  (ICS  is  wrong)  listed  B50 
and  know  other  dominations  must  exist. 

At  this  point,  I  must  add  there  is  another  series  of  Hazy  Eagle  Coal  Co.  tokens  in  BI¬ 
METAL.  There  exists  an  Oct.  10  cent  token,  seen  on  Ebay  on  6-15-12,  reportedly  with  a  date 
of  1 898  on  the  obverse,  which  I  think  will  be  connected  with  the  token  manufacture  rather 
than  Hazy  Eagle  Coal  Co,  but  that  remains  to  be  seen.  So  it  seems  like  another  order  for  scrip 
with  another  manufacture. 

Conclusion;  Edkins  “A:”  series  description  ICS  Hazy  Eagle  Coal  Collieries  Co.  is  wrong. 
There  should  not  be  the  word  Coal  in  the  description.  Edkins  “B”  series  is  correct  except  that 
it  is  not  ICS,  but,  is  Oreo  Pat.  Pend.

A  previous  article  in  ST  described  the  coal  mining  industry  in  Southern  California  at  Alberhill.  I 
have  located  another  long  gone  coal  mining  area  near  San  Francisco. 

Mt  Diablo  was  the  center  of  attraction.  Mt  Diablo  is  a  mountain  in  Contra  Costa  County, 
California  in  the  San  Francisco  area.  The  elevation  is  low  at  3,864  feet  and  visible  from  most  of 
the  San  Francisco  bay  area.  When  gold  was  discovered  in  1 848  thousands  of  prospectors  came  to 
California  to  seek  their  fortune.  The  early  discoveries  of  gold,  quicksilver,  copper  ore  and  lime¬ 
stone  deposits  on  the  slopes  of  Mt.  Diablo  never  developed  into  a  viable  industry.  Although  it 
was  gold  that  brought  prospectors  and  miners  to  California,  it  was  coal  that  changed  the 
landscape  and  the  socio  economic  make  up  of  the  area  around  Mt.  Diablo. 

By  1 860,  most  of  the  placer  gold  was  recovered  and  companies  were  organized  to  finance  the 
large  expenditures  necessary  for  the  development  of  the  hard  rock  mining  industry.  Ore  cars, 
stamp  mills,  mine  rails,  crushers,  pumps,  and  hundreds  of  other  items  were  needed.  Foundries  in 
San  Francisco,  Sacramento,  and  Stockton  were  operating  24  hours  per  day  to  turn  out  the 
massive  equipment  needed  for  the  gold  and  silver  mining  industry.  Expensive  imported  coal  at 
$35/ton  provided  the  energy  that  fueled  these  huge  foundries.  In  1860,  San  Francisco  burned 
77,635  tons  of  coal. 

Coal  was  discovered  in  1858  as  an  outcrop  on  Mt.  Diablo  and  in  1859  another  vein  called  Black 
Diamond  was  discovered.  Coal  found  so  close  to  San  Francisco  was  vital  to  the  growth  of  the 
California  economy,  it  provided  a  cheap  readily  available  source  of  the  energy  needed  to  fuel  the 
foundries,  mills,  ferries,  steamers  and  developing  industries.  By  1867,  the  price  of  coal  had  been 
reduced  to  about  $  15/ton. 

Because  of  the  demand  for  coal  several  mining  companies  were  formed  attracting  a  large  number 
of  miners  to  the  locality.  English,  Welsh  and  Americans  miners  who  had  gained  experience  in 
Pennsylvania  found  their  wray  to  the  Black  Diamond  coal  mines.  Italians,  Germans  and  Chinese 
opened  businesses  in  the  burgeoning  towns.  At  first  single  men  came  for  work,  later  bringing 
their  families  when  they  were  sure  the  mines  would  be  operating  on  a  long  term  basis. 

By  1 860  there  were  12  mines  stretching  six  miles  between  the  towns  of  Somersville,  Nortonville, 
West  Hartley,  Judsonville,  and  Stewartville.  The  largest  and  oldest  town  Nortonville  had  a 
population  of  1 ,000  residents.  The  mines  were  the  Empire,  Central,  Star,  Corcoran,  Pittsburg, 
Manhattan,  Eureka,  Independent,  Union,  Black  Diamond,  Mt.  Hope  and  Cumberland.  Clayton, 


only  a  few  miles  from  the  activity  of  the  Mt.  Diablo  coal  field,  responded  immediately  to  the 
demand  for  services  and  supplies.  By  1861,  Clayton  had  become  the  hub  of  activities  in  the  area, 
with  miners  walking  over  the  hills  for  supplies  and  entertainment.  Clayton  became  a  bustling 
community  with  hotels,  general  store,  school,  tavern  and  two  churches.  Roaring  tumultuous 
clamor  filled  the  streets  of  Clayton  as  hordes  of  prospectors,  miners  and  settlers  poured  into  the 
valley.  Food,  mining  supplies  and  land  were  in  big  demand,  and  prices  soared.  By  1 868,  the 
early  boom  period  of  the  Coalfield,  Clayton,  one  of  the  largest  cities  in  Contra  Costa  County  had 
a  population  of  900. 

Another  city  of  importance  and  a  current  major  manufacturing  center  is  Pittsburg,  California.  In 
1 849,  Colonel  Jonathan  D.  Stevens  bought  the  Rancho  Los  Menanos  land  grant  and  laid  out  a 
town  he  called  New  York  of  the  Pacific.  By  1 850,  this  venture  failed.  With  the  discovery  of  coal 
in  the  near  Nortonville,  the  place  became  a  port  of  calling,  and  adopted  the  name  Black  Diamond 
Landing,  after  the  mining  firm  that  built  the  Black  Diamond  Coal  Mining  Railroad  from  there  to 
Nortonville.  Because  of  the  industrial  potential  of  the  site,  a  name  change  to  Pittsburg  was 
proposed  in  1909  and  permanently  changed  by  the  citizens  by  voting  on  February  11,  1911. 

The  Black  Diamond  Coal  Mining  Railroad  was  5.9  miles  long  and  ran  from  Black  Diamond 
Landing  to  Nortonville.  It  was  owned  and  operated  by  the  Black  Diamond  Coal  Mining 
Company.  It  was  mostly  standard  gauge,  however  there  was  a  small  segment  that  was  narrow 
gauge  from  the  mine  portals  to  coal  bunkers.  Trains  ran  by  gravity  from  Nortonville  to  Black 
Diamond  Landing  because  it  was  downhill.  The  railroad  was  abandoned  in  about  1 885  when  the 
Black  Diamond  Coal  Mining  Company  closed  its  mine  at  Nortonville.  Two  other  small  railroads 
inter  linked  the  mines.  These  were  the  Pittsburg  Railroad  Company  (5.3  miles)  and  the  Empire 
Railroad  Company  (6.75  miles). 

The  coal  produced  was  of  a  low  grade  sub-bituminous  or  lignite.  By  1 902,  the  mining  costs, 
competition  from  high  quality  Washington  coal,  the  advent  of  oil  as  an  industrial  power 
source.and  affordable  available  transportation  drove  most  of  the  mines  out  of  business.  Many  of 
the  miners  departed  for  Washington  and  Oregon  where  the  hard  coal,  anthracite,  was  being 
mined.  Nortonville  and  Somersville  became  ghost  towns  overnight  and  Clayton  became  a  quiet 
wheat  growing,  ranching  community.  Many  of  the  people  who  had  come  seeking  wealth  in  the 
coal  fields  stayed  and  became  farmers,  ranchers  and  merchants.  During  the  1 890s,  the  Clayton 
area  experienced  an  economic  slump  due  to  the  demise  of  local  coal  mining  and  a  drop  in  wheat 
production. 

1905  saw  the  end  of  coal  mining  in  the  area.  From  1922  to  1949,  silica  sand  mining  occurred  in 
Nortonville  and  on  a  hillside  above  the  Somersville  town  site.  The  sand  was  used  in  the  making 
of  glass  containers  at  the  Hazel-  Atlas  Glass  Company  in  Oakland  and  by  the  Columbia  Steel 
Company  in  Pittsburg  for  casting  molds.  Mining  operations  in  what  had  been  the  biggest  coal 
mining  operation  in  California  closed  down  for  good  in  1949. 

The  vast  majority  of  coal  booms  in  California  were  just  flashes  in  the  pan,  but,  this  was  the  only 
coal  boom  considered  in  the  state.  Here  12  major  mines  produced  a  reported  four  million  tons 
of  coal  and  were  supported  by  five  towns. 

Black  Diamond  Mines  Regional  Park  is  unique  in  California  in  that  it  was  established  to  preserve 
the  history  of  the  Mt.  Diablo  Coal  Mining  District.  It  is  state  Historic  Landmark  #932. 


THE  OUTHOUSE 


Many  of  you  are  probably  wondering  w  hy  1  am  writing  an  article  about  out  houses. 
Miners  and  their  families  used  outhouses  because  many  coal  camps  did  not  have  running 
water.  Coal  camps  were  usually  rapidly  constructed  containing  small  buildings  that  did 
not  have  modern  amenities  such  as  central  heat  or  running  water.  Hence  it  was  necessary 
to  “dig  a  hole”  in  the  ground  for  lavatory  purposes.  One  can  see  from  looking  at  old 
photographs  of  coal  camps,  the  lineup  of  outhouses  in  the  back  yard.  They  were  close  to 
the  house  for  easy  access,  but  far  enough  away  to  minimize  the  smell.  Out  houses  were 
placed  a  distance  away  from  a  fresh  water  well  to  minimize  contamination  and  disease.  A 
common  problem  in  the  summer  was  a  variety  of  bugs  including  black  widow  spiders. 
Sometimes  at  night,  a  snake  would  be  encountered  on  the  pathway  to  the  outhouse.  In  the 
winter,  there  were  no  bugs;  however  it  could  be  cold  on  a  bare  butt. 


I  remember  outhouses  in  coal  camps.  Coal  camps  I  am  familiar  with  such  as  Lowesville, 
John  Y  and  Osgood  Camp,  had  a  mixture  of  indoor  plumbing  and  outhouses.  Coal  camp 
outhouses  were  made  of  wood,  square  with  a  slanted  roof  -  some  with  one  seat,  some 
with  two  seats.  I  could  never  figure  out  the  two  seater,  unless  it  was  a  capacity  issue. 
When  necessary,  outhouses  could  easily  be  moved  over  to  a  freshly  dug  hole.  The  fresh 
dirt  was  used  to  fill  in  the  spot  where  the  old  toilet  was  previously. 

Outhouses  were  constructed  in  various  designs.  The  most  common  floor  design  was  the 
square  or  rectangular  shape  built  out  of  lumber  or  plywood.  Thomas  Jefferson  designed 
and  built  two  brick  octagons  at  his  vacation  home  for  his  outhouses.  There  were  no 
standards  for  door  design.  The  well  known  crescent  moon  on  American  outhouses  was 
popularized  by  cartoonists  and  had  a  questionable  basis  in  fact.  There  are  people  who 
claim  the  practice  began  during  the  colonial  period  as  an  early  “men’s/ladies”’ 
designation  for  an  uneducated  population.  At  this  time  the  sun  and  moon  being  popular 
symbols  for  the  genders  during  those  times.  Others  claim  it  was  urban  legend.  What  is 
certain  is  that  the  purpose  of  the  hole  is  for  venting  and  light  ranging  in  various  shapes 
and  sizes. 


For  wiping  purposes,  a  roll  of  toilet  paper  was  sometimes  available.  However, 
historically,  old  newspapers  and  catalogs  from  retailers  specializing  in  mail  order 
purchases,  such  as  the  Montgomery  Ward  and  Sears  Roebuck  catalogs  were  also 
common  before  toilet  paper  was  widely  available.  Paper  was  often  kept  in  a  can  or  other 
container  to  protect  it  from  mice  and  other  elements.  The  catalogs  served  a  dual  purpose, 
also  giving  one  something  to  read.  Old  corncobs,  leaves,  and  other  types  of  paper  were 


used. 


Outhouses  were  typically  built  as  one  level,  however,  two  story  models  were  also  found. 
One  “double  decker”  was  built  to  service  a  two-story  building  in  Cedar  Lake,  Michigan. 
The  outhouse  was  connected  by  walkways.  The  waste  from  upstairs  was  directed  down  a 
chute  separate  from  the  downstairs  facility.  The  Boston  Exchange  Coffee  House  (1809- 
1818)  was  equipped  with  a  four  stories  outhouse  with  windows  on  each  floor.  The  old 
saying  is  “poop  flows  down  hill”  referring  to  a  worker-  management  relationship.  U.  S. 
President  Calvin  Coolidge  had  a  window  in  his  outhouse. 

Brick  outhouses  are  known  to  have  existed  as  well.  Some  were  very  ornate  and  almost 
opulent  considering  the  time  and  place  of  construction.  An  opulent  1 9  century 
antebellum  example,  (a  three  hole),  is  located  at  the  plantation  area  at  the  State  Park 
Stone  Mountain,  Georgia.  The  outhouses  of  Colonial  Williamsburg  varied  widely,  from 
simple  expendable  temporary  wood  structures  to  high  style  brick.  Thomas  Jefferson  had  a 
matched  pair  of  eight-  sided  brick  outhouses,  giving  rise  to  the  phrase  “built  like  a  bnck 
sh#t  house.”  That  phrase’s  meaning  and  application  is  subject  to  some  debate;  but. 
depending  on  the  country,  it  has  been  applied  to  men,  women,  or  inanimate  objects. 

“Treasure”  has  been  found  at  the  bottom  of  old  outhouses,  which  were  also  used  as  a 
handy  dumping  place  for  other  various  reasons.  Stories  of  alcohol  consumers  who  threw 
their  empty  bottles  in  the  “pit”  to  avoid  discovery  have  been  told.  Many  valuable  antique 
whiskey  and  bitters  bottles  have  been  found.  I  know  a  collector  in  Wyoming  that  spends 
many  hours  digging  up  old  outhouse  pits.  His  artifacts  include  expensive  antique  whiskey 

bottles  as  seen  in  the  photo. _ ________ 


Many  archeological  digs  are  centered  in  old  outhouse  locations  especially  around  the 
Washington  D.  C.  and  Philadelphia  areas.  After  many  years  of  non-  use,  outhouses 
became  relatively  safe  to  dig.  All  of  the  original  contents  have  decayed  and  turned  into ; 
material  indistinguishable  from  the  surrounding  soil.  However  this  soil  should  be  very 
fertile.  Old  maps/plots  have  been  the  source  of  locating  former  outhouses.  I  hese  maps 
usually  show  where  an  outhouse  once  stood.  The  collector  then  looks  for  the  f  ormer 
location  of  the  outhouse  that  is  usually  a  depression  on  the  ground.  “Let  the  dig  begin.’

Edkins  Vol  II  has  Strickler  Supply  Co.  located  in  Harrison  1243  and  Oakmont  2101 .  Dodrill  on  page 
244  has  Strickler  Supply  Co.  located  in  Harrison  from  1922  to  1926  with  35  men.  The  facts  are.  West 
Virginia  Annual  Report  of  Mines  from  1923  until  at  least  1930  has  Eddy  Coal  Co,  located  at  Oakmont. 

Bradstreet  has  Strickler  Supply  Co.  and  Eddy  Coal  Co.  located  in  Oakmont  from  1921  until  1926. 
Strickler  Supply  Co.  is  not  mentioned  again.  Beginning  in  1927  until  at  least  1930  when  I  stopped 
researching.  Bradstreet  had  Eddy  Coal  Co.  and  Eddy’s  Cash  Store  located  in  Oakmont. 

Conclusion;  Dodrill  may  have  somehow  picked  up  Harrison  from  the  records  he  used  as  Harrison  was 
only  about  a  mile  or  so  from  Oakmont  and  less  than  that  from  Shallmar,  Md.  Donald  Clifford  notes  that 
Oreo  customer  index  shows  Strickler  Supply  Co.  at  Oakmont,  WV  and  Shallmar,  Md.  Harrison  1243  “A 
“  series  in  Edkins  Catalogue  should  be  deleted  and  the  scrip  added  to  Oakmont  2101  “F”  series  as  they 
are  the  same  tokens. 


FLANAGAN  COAL  CO. 

RODERFIELD  WV

Gordon  Dodrill’s  book  “20,000  Coal  Company  Stores”  lists  on  page  82  item  #  F286  and  F287  Flanagan 
Coal  Co.  Dodrill  lists  two  stores  Flanagan  Coal  Co.  Store  and  John  F.  Butler  store  in  Roderfield  from 
1910  to  1926.  Dodrill  shows  65  mine  workers,  but,  does  not  show  a  token  known. 

Flanagan  Coal  Co.  is  listed  in  the  1914  West  Virginia  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of  Mines.  On 
page  201  Flanagan  Coal  Co.  operated  two  mines  No.  1  with  43  men  and  No.  2  with  33  men. 

Flanagan  Coal  Co.  is  listed  in  the  1920  West  Virginia  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of  Mines.  On 
page  60  Flanagan  No.  1  and  No.  2  mines  worked  the  Sewell  coal  bed  with  a  thickness  of  3  feet  8  inches. 
There  were  a  total  of  53  workers.  The  mine  worked  107  days  in  1920.  The  mine  produced  48,161  tons  of 
coal,  of  that  33  tons  were  furnished  to  local  trade  or  tenants. 

The  website  of  the  West  Virginia  Office  of  Health  Safety  and  Training  has  Flanagan  Coal  Co.  operating 
mines  named  Flanagan  No.  1  and  No.  2  between  1910  to  1925.  There  are  3  references  in  the  website  to 
Flanagan  Coal  Co. 

Flanagan  Coal  Co.  is  listed  on  page  3 1  of  the  March,  1920  issue  of  Bradstreet  in  the  town  of  Roderfield 
W.  Va.  I  have  a  5  cent  aluminum  token — Flanagan  Coal  Co  /  incorporated  /  xxxxx  /  1908  / 
xxyxxxxxxxxxx  on  reverse  good  for  /  5  /  in  merchandise. 

1  have  placed  the  token  as  “F  series”  F5.  This  coal  company  will  be  added  to  the  revised  volume  II 
catalogue. 


ANDERSON  COUNTY  TENNESSEE  LUMBER  OPERATIONS

Logging  and  sawmills  were  among  the  leading  industries  in  Anderson  County,  Tennessee  for  several 
decades  starting  around  the  early  1900s.  A  few  firms  were  even  utilizing  the  abundant  natural  resource  of 
timber  in  earlier  years.  For  instance,  as  early  as  the  1 850s  and  1 860s  a  single  machine  and  steam  sawmill 
were  in  operation  in  Clinton,  under  the  Firm  name  of  Willard,  Allen  &  Willard.  The  owners  were  from 
Blount  County,  and  the  shingle  factory  was  located  on  Courthouse  Square  in  Clinton. 

In  1888,  Tom  Leinart  began  operating  a  planning  mill  in  Clinton.  Tom  and  his  two  sons,  were  for  many 
years  in  various  kinds  of  businesses  which  utilized  different  types  of  lumber.  They  could  do  almost 
anything  with  wood,  such  as  boat  building,  cabinet  making,  hand  carved  mantels,  stairway  decoration  and 
etc.  The  Leinart  resident  on  Leinart  St.  opposite  the  Clinton  Elementary  School,  was  a  show  place  with 
much  indoor  and  outdoor  woodwork  carved  by  the  Leinart  men.  The  house  was  razed  in  the  1950s  for  a 
new  school. 

Also  in  the  1 800s,  John  Pile,  near  Andersonville,  who  was  deaf  and  mute,  was  a  skilled  furniture  maker 
and  accumulated  considerable  property  through  this  wood  working  skills. 

H.  A.  Simmons  operated  a  lumber  mill  in  Clinton  in  1891. 

The  Fischer  &  Burnett  Lumber  Co.  was  employing  about  50  men  when  it  went  out  of  business  in  1893. 
During  their  years  in  Clinton  they  had  shipped  large  quantities  of  quartered  white  oak  from  their  Clinton 
operation  in  New  York  City.  The  firm  had  been  buying  large  quantities  of  timber  in  Anderson,  Campbell 
and  Scott  Counties.  They  had  owned  five  acres  of  land  in  Clinton,  a  portion  of  which  fronted  on  Clinch 
River.  This  land  was  sold  in  parcels  to  several  Clinton  men. 

The  Norcross  Lumber  Co.  owned  two  acres  of  land  near  the  Southern  Depot,  across  the  railroad  tracks,  on 
Clinch  River.  Their  property  extended  from  the  K  &  O  Railroad  right-  of-way  about  200  feet  up  the  river. 
The  Norcross  family  owned  the  Norcross  Phonograph  Co.  located  in  New  York  City,  with  offices  in  the 
New  Zealand  Building  on  37th  St.  and  Broadway,  to  which  some  of  the  lumber  from  Anderson  County 
was  shipped.  Most  of  the  lumber  sawed  by  Norcross  came  from  the  New  River  area. 

In  1 897  A.  J.  Coumbe,  who  dealt  in  lumber  and  telegraph  poles  ,  Ashville,  N.  C.  bought  one  half  interest 
in  the  Norcross  Co.  and  a  few  years  latter,  after  Norcrosse’s  death,  he  purchased  the  remainder  of  the 
property. 

In  1 904,  Coumbe  sued  the  Southern  Railway  Company,  who  had  shortly  before  bought  the  K  &  O  railroad 
property,  alleging  that  the  fine  coal  dust  from  the  railroad  company’s  coal  chute  settled  on  his  buildings 
and  stacked  lumber  in  the  yards,  rendering  his  entire  property  unfit  for  anything  except  a  coal  yard.  The 
chute  had  been  built  about  75  yards  from  Coumbe’s  sawmill.  A  long,  drawn-out  lawsuit  followed,  with  the 
railroad  company  having  witnesses  summoned  who  lived  or  had  a  business  in  the  area,  seeking  to  prove 
that  the  coal  dust  was  not  in  sufficient  quantity  to  be  objectionable. 


About  1899,  the  Knoxville  Furniture  Co.  started  its  sawmill,  which  could  turn  out  30,000to  50,000  feet  of 
sawed  lumber  per  day,  and  employed  about  50  men.  They  later  went  into  mantel  making  at  their  place  of 
business  of  Clinch  River  now  Eagle  Bend  Rd. 

In  1902  the  firm  of  Clinch  River  Lumber  Co.  was  sawing  logs  on  Clinch  River,  near  the  railway  station  of 
Offutts.  The  firm  was  composed  of  J.  M.  H.  T.  and  M.  W.  Pemberson.  The  sawed  lumber  was  shipped 
from  the  railway  station  in  Ragsdale  and  the  post  office  address  of  the  sawmill  was  Thomas  Mills, 
Tennessee.  A  large  portion  of  the  lumber  was  shipped  to  Dulheimer  Brothers  in  Cincinnati.  Dulheimer  had 
a  representative  on  the  ground  to  select  the  trees  to  be  felled,  which  were  branded  with  the  company's 
trademark.  Many  of  the  logs  came  off  the  Kirkpatrick  farm  nearby.  Others  were  rafted  down  the  river  to 
the  mills. 


Lumber  saw'ed  by  the  Clinch  River  Lumber  Co  consisted  mostly  of  plain  red  and  black  oak  chestnut, 
poplar  and  a  smaller  amount  of  walnut.  In  February  1 903  the  company  had  202,214  feet  of  lumber  in  logs 
in  Clinch  River  to  be  sawed  for  the  Dulheimer  Brothers. 


In  1 913,  P.  F.  Bunch,  representing  the  Furniture  and  Cedar  Works  in  Nashville,  was  buying  up  cedar  from 
most  of  the  land  owners  in  Anderson  County.  George  Taylor  had  a  sawmill  on  Clear  Creek  in  1914. 

The  Blue  Ridge  Lumber  Co.  was  chartered  Sept.  17,  1920,  under  the  laws  of  Illinois,  to  do  business  in 
Anderson  County  beginning  with  $100,000  stock.  M.  N.  Rothschild  of  Chicago  was  one  of  the 
incorporators,  with  others  from  Chicago  and  Cincinnati. 

The  above  mentioned  firms  were  not  all  of  the  lumber  companies  who  have  operated  in  Anderson  County. 
Sufficient  information  is  not  available  to  mention  all  of  them  at  this  time.  Logging  and  sawmill  operation 
were  among  the  leading  businesses  in  Anderson  County  for  several  decades. 


I  searched  Trantow’s  Catalogue  of  Lumber  Company  Store  Tokens.  None  of  the  above  were  found  listed 
including  the  scrip  pictured  of  Clinch  River  Lumber  from  Ragsdale.

OSBORNE  TOKEN  CHANGE  MAKER

Burley  Williams  acquired  the  little  machine  from  a  coin  dealer  who  thought  the  device  was 
from  the  commissary  of  the  Olga  Coal  Company  at  Coalwood,  WVA.  And  the  machine  was 
full  of  Olga's  scrip  when  he  bought  it.  The  scrip  was  not  found  to  be  in  the  machine.  Olga's 
scrip  was  all  Oreo  4,  post  1939  and  most  dated  1948. 

The  change  maker  has  six  (6)  vertical  columns  to  store  tokens,  but  oddly,  the  four  (4)  columns 
on  the  left  are  all  about  1 8  mm  ( adequate  for  a  1 7  mm  token),  and  the  two  (2)  on  the  right  are 
about  23  mm  (large  enough  to  handle  23  mm  scrip).  The  machine  could  have  handled  Olga’s 
pennies  and  dimes,  and  possibly  their  nickel,  but  how  was  it  employed  in  a  company  store  ? 

The  back  of  the  change  maker  has  small  metal  extensions  along  the  vertical  sides  that  may 
have  served  to  attach  it  to  some  other  office  equipment  such  as  a  scrip  register,  or  even  a  cash 
register. 

I  have  referred  to  this  device  as  small,  and  it  is:  1 3”  high,  6”  wide,  5  14  “  deep  (at  the  bottom), 
and  the  glass  front  is  7  14  “  high  and  5  14  “  wide.  The  bottom  front  of  the  machine  is  a  bronze- 
colored  metal  1  7/8  “  h  x  5  7/8  “  w;  the  sides  and  back  of  the  body  are  a  black,  textured  metal. 

I  hope  that  Burley  will  bring  his  unique  token  change  maker  to  the  spring  meeting  in  Pikeville,  but 
in  the  meantime,  I  hope  that  there  is  someone  who  can  enlighten  us  all  on  how  this  device  was 
used.
